After accepting service Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller explained that he had not been 
endeavoring to dodge service, but that 
he did not know exactly wihat was 
wanted with him. 

Eiarly in the day Deputy Marshals 
Frink and James Ruhl. the latter of 
Boston, visited Taoonic farm, but E. 
Panmelee Prentice told them that his 
father-4ndaw was not there. The offi¬ 
cers professed to be satisfied with the 
statement and departed, remarking 
that they had no search warrant which 
would permit them to go through the 
house.

Found On Piazza, 


Deputy Ruh? boarded the train for 
Boston and Deputy Frink went to his 
home in North Adams, about twenty- 
five miles from this city. Later Deputy 
Frink decided to pay another visit to 
the form and he returned to Pittsfield 
and secretly drove out there in the aft¬ 
ernoon.

accepted. Mr. Rockefeller chatted for 
a few moments, wylng that he had not 
Intended to evade the officers, but that 
he did not know exactly what was de¬ 
sired of him.

Asks Deputy To Call. 


He referred to the newspaper stories 
that haw been printed about him re¬ 
cently and ridiculed the idea that he 
had been surrounded by armed guards 
or that the Taeonlc farm estate had 
been equipped with a searchlight.^ As 
the officer was leaving the house Mr. 
Rockefeller again shook hands with 
him. said he was glad to have met him 
and added:

New' York. July 3.—The long-standing 
differences between the Republics or 
Colombia and Panama and the United 
Staitea are nearing a solution. Secre¬ 
tary of War William H. Taft stopped 
over in New' York for a few hours to¬ 
day to act as mediator between the 
representatives of the smaller Repub¬ 
lics, with the result, it is believed, 
that the conclusion of a formal treaty 
bet wen them Is a mutteT of only a ahon 
time. 

At the 'Hotel Manhattan with Secre¬ 
tary Taft were Senor Enrique Gortc*.-. 
Minister of the United States from 
Colombia and from Nelson Cromwell, 
legal advisor to tile Government o; 
Panama. After the conference none c f 
those present would discus their coj - 
versatlons. 

• • • 

Near To Understanding. 


"All that can be said," said Crom¬ 
well. "Is that the conference was high¬ 
ly satisfactory. This Is no time to go 
Into details, twit I am happy to say 
that, as a result of to-day’s meeting 
tho three countries—the countrio 
w’hich are most closely connected With 
the construction of the Panama Canal, 
are nearer a perfect understanding 
than they ever have been." 

Panama seceded from Columbia in 
1903. The United States at once rec¬ 
ognized the new Government, as did 
the other nations of the world, with 
the exception of Colombia. Colombia 
has never recognized the Panama Gov¬ 
ernment and has had no relations with 
It, except through the legations In 
Washington, the United States acting 
as mediator. 

• • • 

Many Questions To Settle. 

There are many questions which mu r t 
be settled between the two countr.e. 
before a. treaty between them can bi 
concluded. Colombia, at the time of th 
sepjLration, had a foreign debt of about 
$15,000(000 gold, and a portion of tfc£ 
debt, Colombia believes should be as¬ 
sumed by Panama. Panama has de 
dared its w'llllngness to take up a por 
tlon of the debt, figured on the popul.i. 
tlon of Panama as compared to the 
population of Colombia before the sep. 
arattou, but this has not proved sat¬ 
isfactory to Colombia. 

In declining to discuss to-day’s con¬ 
ference. Secretary Taft said; "You 
know' Panama and Colombia are not on 
speaking terms tn a doplomatlc aens«\ 
As I am interested In seeing aJl such 
disagreements smoothed out, I did w'hat 
I could lo push forward the good 
work."

WILD HORSES 


Alcoholic Beverages May Cost More 
Than Usual. 


R. L. Reeves, representative of the 
international body of the Amalgamated 
Association of Electric nnd Street Rail¬ 
way Employes, who was called to Lou- 
* isville to confer with the dissatisfied 
union employes of the Louisville Rail¬ 
way Company, advised against too 
hasty action on the part of the union 
last night at the meeting held ut Deck’s 
Hall, but little heed was paid to his 
advice. Some of the cooler heads pres¬ 
ent became disgusted at what they 
\ termed “hair-trigger” action, and left 
the hall Immediately after the vote on 
the resolution had been taken, they 
havihg failed to vote for or against it. 

Beck’s Hall was crowded to the door 
with union street car men. An all- 
night meeting had been announced by 
the president of the union, nnd the first 
meeting began at 8 o'clock, it was 
not concluded until midnight, and at 
1 o'clock t’he second meeting was called 
to order. This last meeting was for 
the benefit of the night men employed 
by the company, and the first meeting 

was attended by the day men.

Reaves Urges Delibeiatcn. 

When R. L. Reeves addre^d the 
members of the union at the first meet¬

Immediate Action Favored.

A prominent saloon man stated last 
evening that the price of drinks was 
going up after July 1. This sad news 
will probably fill many thirsty souls 
with sorrow. The trust that raises the 
price of pig iron, lemons, soap, dried 
figs, onions, literature, milk, beef tonic, 
steel, paper and socks may be parsed 
by with impunity by the averag^ citi¬ 
zen, but when it comes Ao raising the 
price of a "Oh, to be joyful.” there Is 
likely to be walling and gnashing of 
teeth. 

The reason given why an Atlantan 
must pay more for some of his drinks 
after the 1st of July Is the increase of 
the retail liquor license and the elTort 
to raise rents. 

Straight drinks may not be affected, 
but the man who wants eggs, milk, bit¬ 
ters and “something behind It" will 
have to see the raise or pass. 

In one saloon a sign has been posted 
which says that after July 1 all drinks 
will be fifteen cents stralgtht with the 
exception of cocktails. highballs, 
rlckeys and toddles. Bottled beer will 
be fifteen cents straight. This means 
that the old custom of selling two 
drinks for a quarter will be abolished 
In that saloon. 

A keeper of a down-town saloon stat¬ 
ed last night that he understood a peti¬ 
tion was being circulated by retail 
liqqor dealers agreeing to a general 
raise in the price of all fancy drinks, 
and that not even straight liquor would 
be sold at the rate of two for a quarter. 
In talking about the raise he said to a 
reporter of The Constitution: 

“You see. we will have to pay $2.ff0 
a year for a license after July 1. and 
last year we paid only $1,000. Our rent 
has been increased $200 a year. Now 
w*e are expected to soli a high grade of 
liquor and we must pay the same old 
price. When we pay the high license, 
the clerk hire, the coat of lights and the 
rental and then buy first-class goods, 
the margin for profits Is very small. 
Why, on beer we make such small 
profits that If we depended on tha$‘ 
alone we would have to go out of busi¬ 
ness. 

It is add that many of the saloon 
men think that such drinks as milk 
punches and egg flips should be sold 
for twenty or twenty-flve cents. 

It seems certain that all saloons will 
sell bottled beer for fifteen cents 
straight, and may ask the straight price 
for even whisky straights. 

When It comes to egg flips and milk 
punjrhes. it is -being argued by the sa¬ 
loon men the raise In prices is Justifi¬ 
able because the price of milk has gone 
up and eggs often sell as high as forty 
cents a dozen. Sometimes both milk 
and eggs &ru demanded in the same 
drink. 

The result of the propose*! raise may 
be that the thirsty citizen will cense to 
call for fancy drinks, and may hereafter 
drink alone, ceasing to take advantage 
of two for a quarter by treating a 
friend. 

It does not seem to be contemplated 
to raise the price of a glass of beer, and 
Unless the size of the glass is reduced 
the proposed new schedule will not af¬ 
fect the ordinary citizen who has never 
Indulged beyond his glass of lagor. 

By the first of July the full scope of 
the proposed changes will be definitely 
known. In the meantime a whole lot of 
thtraty mortals will be kept In terrible 
financial suspenae _

The assault is said to hove been 
committed near one of the gates lead¬ 
ing Into the club property, and it Is 
thought that the Knight boy l* se¬ 
verely Injured. Following the alleged 
assault Deputy Sheriffs were sent out 
from the Jail, and with a bloodhound 
they made an unsuccessful search for 
the negro. Later the negro was seen 
upon the links, but has as yet not been 
captured. 

Depredations about the club led the 
Master Caddy to dispense with the 
services of a majority of the negTO 
boys employed by the club and the em. 
payment In their stead of whit© boys 
Just nut of school. Bad feeling result¬ 
ed, and as all of the boys are of the 
neighborhood several conflicts resulted. 

Owing to the approaching tourna¬ 
ment the club management found that 
additional caddies would be required, 
and the Master Caddy was required to 
re-employ the negroes to serve during 
the tournament. The negroes were 
notified, but it seoma that when they 
arrived at the grounds they obJi?cted 
to the employment of the white boys 
und several conflict* ensued. 

The Foster negro is said to have sta¬ 
tioned himself near the gate used by 
the caddies and upon the appro*'h or 
young Knight to have questioned his 
presence. The Knight boy replied in 
kind and It is sold that the negro the n 
raised a golf club and strick him 
several vicious blows. The boy w as 
rendered unconscious and the negro 

^Considerable excitement ensued and 
men of the neighborhood Joined in the 
chase to capture the negro. Blood¬ 
hounds were rent out from the Jail and 
the neighboring country was scoured 
but without success. 

The Injured boy is a son of J. B 
Knight, a well-known farmer, and it Is 
reported that the father has offered a 
reward of $25 for the capture of the ne¬ 
gro It was ot first thought that 
young Knight had received a revere* 
fracture of th- leg. but It later devel¬ 
oped that his Injuries were not that 
serious._

Few persons living In the commer¬ 
cial centers that line the Pacific c mat. 
or in the fertile valleys, bounded and 
often-tljnes hidden away by stalwart 
mountain ranges, know of the exist¬ 
ence of wild horses in California. 

By wild horses is not meant those 
of the Incorrigible bucking bronco 
stamp; they that roam carefree across 
vast expanses of alkaline plains or 
undulating foothills for eight months of 
the year, only to be rounded up by 
hard-riding vaqueros and used under 
lash and bit for the remainder of the 
year, but horses in whose mouths a 
bit has never entered and upon wh>se 
tough muscular flunks no branding 
iron has ever scared the marks of ser¬ 
vile labor. 

The rendezvous of the wild horse is 
in Bear valley, Mariposa county, where 
fertile meadows, covered with luxuriant 
grass for most of the year, alternate 
with steeply-inclined mountains sides— 
the first affording life, the other pro¬ 
tection. Here, far away from the busy- 
scenes of life, where roads are almost 
unknowm and trails faintly defined and 
far between, dwells the wild horse, com¬ 
placently enjoying his wild freedom, 
roving the mountains. Tree, picturesque, 
untriuneled./' 

Although virtually unknown through¬ 
out the land, yet his advent is of n > 
recent duration, old settlers have told 
me that his coining transcends theirs, 
and of his ancient history little is 
known; he has been there for decades 
and Is there still, holding domain upon 
early acquired territory; a noble lord 
living upon manors; a savage, yes, but 
free. 

Of course attempts have been made 
upon his life, usually unsuccessful, but 
not always. Others have admired his 
wild freedom; wild animals have sought 
eagerly- for his life blood; man. leas 
bloodthirsty, has endeuvored to retain 
the life, but possess the service. 

In the early part of last century the 
wild horse had plenty of company, for 
tbe animal kingdom was large and 
abundant. Huge wolves, ever hungiy, 
prowled hither and thither, and the 
frisky coyote was much in evidence. 
Grizzly bears liked the place and th“ 
mountains lions sprang fiercely from 
scollided retreats high up in stalw-art 
pines or gnarled and twisted oaks 

The pioneers of 40 found him there, 
living his wild, easy life upon the 
mountain sides, and the only- explana¬ 
tion of his origin seems to be connected 
with tho early missions, tbe founders 
of which brought horses her©, numb* rs 
of them straying away to found new 
colonies, where the rule of man was 
not know’n and freedom from toil eter¬ 
nal. 

I huve been told that the San Toaquin 
valley in early days contained many 
such bands of ownerless horses, al¬ 
most all of them Jailing victims to 
dashing vuquerog, where, on long, 
flat plains, they stood little show when 
pursued by merclle** riders. 

Then came the fencing of ranenes in 
the San Joaquin valley In the early ’70s 
and the stamping grc.und of the wild 
horse forever disappeared from that 
sr Hon of th* State. The few- that es¬ 
caped took to the mountains, where 
ragged, upright mountain sides, ntrewn 
with thick growths of < huparril and, 
studded with huge mitcmps of bare 
granite, make pursuit well night im¬ 
possible. 

Gradually the herds have disappeared, 
until now about the only ones found 
arc south of the Merced canyon, in the 
district between Bear valley and flay, 
mond. In the summer time, when grass 
Is still plentiful, he Is the peer of all he 
surveys, for no mountain goat is more 
agile in movement or sure of foot than 
he, traveling with impunity to helghtj 
that none dare follow*. 

In the winter, however, it is differ¬ 
ent. The deep snow* cover tho moun¬ 
tain tops, and he must eat to live, &o 
he descends cautiously to the valleys, 
where the dried grass still provide* 
needed nourishment. In his precau¬ 
tion he de»rends at night, eating then 
and returning to hi* fortresses on the 
heights In the early morning. Savagery 
has quickened his intellect and Op¬ 
ened his caution. A trap that work* 
once will never a second time. The in¬ 
stinct of the hunted Is marvelous, e spe¬ 
cially In the mountains, where it is 
the criterion of life. 

Some time ago the settlers agreed to 
a round-up Horacs were In good de¬ 
mand. and for general mountain work 
the little, toughly-slnewed habitant of 
the peaks and valleys has no equal. So 
a general rounding-up was begun, but, 
as usual, with no success. The pursu¬ 
ers closed In with true cow*boy precis¬ 
ion. but the bag was empty, the hunted 
had escaped. 

Another try was decided upon, and 
this time with success. It was a match 
between bone and muscle on one side 
and brain power on the other, and the 
latter won, as it usually does. A corral 
was built on a narrow saddle between 
two sloping mountain sides and all pas¬ 
sage was barred on the sides. Then 
the chase began, all working from a 
big radius up to the center, where the 
corral was situated The ruse was suc¬ 
cessful and a number of horses were 
captured The men were elated. 

Dome time later the same plan was 
tried, the pursuers w f orklng toward the 
corral ns usual. When the corral was 
reached not a horse was there, but far 
above them on rugged benches of slat© 
and granite or over on adjacent moun¬ 
tain sides could be seen the forms of 
wild horses, gazing intently down upon 
the brambles* forma of the pursuers. 
They had been trapped once, but never 
again In that fashion. 

Sometimes n capture is made and the 
work makes the price of the anlmul 
seem small. The captures, by the way. 
are hot made collectively any more, but 
usuallv In individual Instances, where 
the ricW selects a certain wild horse 
and rides until the capture is finally 
made. The length of time consumed 
is uncertain; it may be in a 4ay. it may 
be a week. Again no capture will be 
made and the labor lost 

As I rode out of Bear valley one love¬ 
ly May morning I noticed before mo a 
beautiful riding horse of a bluish-roan 
color, called In the mountains a blue- 
roan. upon which waa seated a young 
woman, a good rider, too, who rose and 
fell with the graceful undulations of 
the spirited horse. The synchronism 
was like a ship at sea. no Jarring, no 
discord, both in perfect tune. 

Yet even with the submission of the 
animal. I noticed that with the chaf 
flop of the. bit and the throwing of the 
head there was still unmistakable signs 
of lingering fire, an unquenched yearn¬ 
ing for something not present, some¬ 
thing that u'cll-filled mangers and 
heaping barley bins could not satisfy 
It was the desire to be with the hunted 
on the mountain tops, rather than suf 
fer surrelung with th© slaves below. 
It was the picture of a fire hors© chain¬ 
ed to a milk wa gon.

The 
uew company, under the name of tho 
l;;»ornatlonal Loan and Trust Company, 
was organized under the law's of West 
Virginia, and the offices were moved to 
Louisville. The new* company took over 
the bonds of the old company, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Williams.

Washington, July 3.—fSpeela1.]—Tho original supposed copy of the 
Declaration of Independence, as signed. !h now In the keeping of th© Secre¬ 
tary of State. The document was In tho Patent Office from 1841 to 1877. as 
that department was believed to be fireproof. It Is now. sine© 1394. kept 
hermetically sealed In a frame tmd placed In a steel cabinet, with the orig¬ 
inal signed copy of the Constitution. It Is no longer shown to anyone ex¬ 
cept by express order of the Secretary. Being on parchment, wrhlch show© 
detractive signs of cracking, due more probably to the making of e fac¬ 
simile ordered by President James Monro© In 1823. than to age or handling, 
tho document Is Jealously guaidcd. Many of the names of the signers are 
no longer legible. Two pages of Jefferson’* original draft, with a few 
Interlineations by Adams and Franklin, are also preserved b> the Depart¬ 
ment of State. The facsimile which was ordered by President Monro© waa 
made for the purpose of giving a copy to each of the signers then living 
and their heirs. These original copies are now of great value._ J

OTHER NEWS OF KENTUCKY. 


Barbourvllle. Ky., July 3.—[Special.] 
—A great Impetus has been given coal 
development In this section by the en¬ 
trance of new capital and by new rail¬ 
road extensions. A number of new 
companies have been organized lately, 
and in the aggregate about $1,000,000 
will be expended In contemplated op¬ 
erations. 

Chattanooga capitalists have leased 
the big operation of the Black Raven 
Coal Company, fourteen miles north, 
and will moke extensive improvements. 
The mining plant already represents an 
expenditure of $200,000, being equipped 
with electricity and the most improved 
mining machinery. 

Local capitalists have just organized 
the Tye Fork Coal Company. A terri¬ 
tory of 700 acres has been purchased 
in the newly-opened riush creek fields, 
ten miles south. This acreage is being 
blocked Into leases and -will be operated 
by several companies In process of or- 
ganlation. The company is now grad¬ 
ing for a railroad extension, which wifi 
bo built Into the property from the 
Cumberland rsUlroaA 

The Black Hawk Coal Company has 
been organized by Middlesboro capital¬ 
ists, and a $30,000 plant is now being 
installed on a lease In the Brush creek 
fields, near here. 

Judge F. D. Sampson, of this city. lias 
a surveying corps laying off a railroad 
to be constructed from here to some 
territory on Patterson’s branch, which 
will be developed during the summer. 

Hale & Cottengim. operators of the 
big Blue Gem mines here, have Just 
completed the Installation of electricity 
In the mines, and a greatly-increased 
output will be obtained by the elec¬ 
trical method of mining. 

The North Jelllco Coal Company, of 
Louisville, has expended a large sum 
In increasing the equipment of its 
mines at Bertha and Wilton, ten miles 
north. These are the largest single 
operations In Kentucky. 

BELIEVED HE WAS WAYLAID. 


Bakersfield. Cal., July 3.—The Buena 
Vista Lake levee has broken, flooding 
30.000 acres of land belonging to Miller 
& Lux and the Tevis Lund Company 
and causing $1,000,000 damage. The 
Sunset railway has been put out of 
commission and the oil fields are cut oft* 
from communication with this city. 

The levee held back the waters of the 
Buena Vista lake covering nineteen 
square miles and protected a body of 
reclaimed land extending for a distance 
of fifteen miles, including the old bed 
of Kern Lake. This land was covered 
with crops of growing grain.

London, July 8.—The British Ad¬ 
miralty and War Office have both 
drawn the color line against a youth 
born in London o<f a negro father and 
English mother.

Trolley Car, Full of Passengers, Tel¬ 
escoped By Loaded Flats. 


Washington, July 3.—A dozen people 
were seriously Injured and as many 
more slightly hurt In a collision be¬ 
tween a Washington-bound trolley car 
and tw'o carloads of rails on the Wash¬ 
ington, Arlington and Falls Church 
electric railway at 9:25 o'clock this 
morning. 

The passenger car left Weet End sta_ 
tion at 8 o’clock loaded with employes 
In the Government departments in 
Washington. 

They came together south of the 
Spruce-street station near Alexandria 
Courthouse. The rails on the forward 
car extended several feet beyond the 
trucks, and when the crash occurred 
penetrated the passenger car, almost 
completely telescoping it. 

One rail passed entirely through the 
abdomen of Motorman William Mock 
and one passenger had both legs sev¬ 
ered.

No Federal Question In Tel¬ 
ephone Rate Case.

CINCINNATI JUDGE DISMISSES 
CUMBERLAND’S APPEAL. 


QUESTION MUST BE SETTLED IN 
STATE COURT. 


VICTORY FOR JUDGE RICHARDS 


Cincinnati, July 3.—[Special.]—A de¬ 
cision of far-reaching Importance was 
announced by the United State* Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Cincinnati to-day. 
The case originally w’os in the form of 
a bill in equity, filed by the Cumber¬ 
land Telephone and Telegraph Com¬ 
pany. of Kewtucky, to prevent the city 
of Louisville applying to this complain¬ 
ant an ordinance which sought to es¬ 
tablish a flat rate or charge for tele¬ 
phone service in that city. 

The complainant assumed in its bill 
that such an ordinance would amount 
to practical confiscation of its property, 
and pleaded that It was giving service 
at a fair rate. To the bill the city of 
Louisville filed a demurrer. Judge Wal¬ 
ter Evana. of the Western district of 
Kentucky, overruled the demurrer. 

The only question before the Circuit 
Court of Appeals was whether there is 
a Federal question in the case and 
hence w hether the United States Court 
has Jurisdiction. Judge Lurton an¬ 
nounced the opinion that there is no 
Federal question and ordered dismissal 
of the bill for want of Jurisdiction. In 
other w'ords, the case must be fought 
out in the State courts unless a new' 
question Is raised. 

BACK AT STARTING POINT. 


DON’T FORGET 


Case Must Be Tried In the State 
Courts Now. 

The refusal of the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals at Cincinnati to 
grant an Injunction asked by the Cum¬ 
berland Telephone and Telegraph Com¬ 
pany does not put an end to the con¬ 
tention between the city and the tele¬ 
phone company, but merely establishes 
the Jurisdiction. It la. however, a vic¬ 
tory for the city and reverses the de¬ 
cision of Judge Walter Evans. It is 

f >robable that a« soon as the opinion 
s forwarded to Judge Richards. City 
A/ttomey, and D. W. Falrlelgh. local at¬ 
torney for the telephone company, some 
action In the State courts will be 
started. 

When the General Council passed an 
ordinance fixing the telephone rates to 
be charged by companies operating in 
the city at the same rate os specified 
In the franchise of the Home Telephone 
Company, the Cumberland Telephone 
and Telegraph Company sought to set 
aside the ordinance by obtaining an In¬ 
junction against the city in the 
Federal Court. A temporary injunc¬ 
tion was granted by Judge Waiter 
Evans, but Judge Richards, for tho 
city, appealed the case, denying the 
Federal Court’s Jurisdiction. The de¬ 
cision of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
of the United States to dlstnVss the case 
for want of Jurisdiction puts tho con¬ 
tention between the city and the Cum¬ 
berland Company back at the starting 
point. 

Mr. Falrleigh, local counsel for the 
Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, declined to state yesterday 
what action might be taken by his com¬ 
pany. Ho would wait until a copy of 
the opinion of the court reached him 
before making n 4 iy decision, he said. 

Judge Richards. City Attorney, Is 
Jubilant over the decision of the higher 
court, and Is awaiting some further ac¬ 
tion on the part of the telephone com¬ 
pany. 

Tho ordinance against which the 
Cumberland Company contended. Is as 
follows: t _ 

An Ordinance Regulating the Charges for 
Telephone Service In the City of Louis¬ 
ville: 

Whereas, there have been Irregularities In 
the charges made by corporations or com¬ 
panies furnishing telephone service In the 
city of Louisville, by which persons nre 
often charged higher prices than others 
for the same sendee in the same locality, 
and 

Whereas, such prices are often exorbi¬ 
tant and unreasonable, now' therefore. In 
order to remedy the same by establishing 
a uniform system of reasonable charges 
for said service. 

Be it ordained by the General Council of 
the City of Louisville: 

Section 1. That ail companies, corpora¬ 
tions. ilrms or individuals who are now 
operating, conducting ahd maintaining a 
telephone system in the city of Louisville, 
and all companies, corporations, firrha or 
individuals who shall hereafter maintain, 
operate or conduct a telephone system or 
service in the city of LouisYfue. shall 
regulate the price or charge for such serv¬ 
ice as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. For each telephone In a business 
house or office, the charge or price shall 
not exceed four ($4.00) dollars uer month, 
or at the rat^of forty-eight ($48.00) dollars 
per year For each telephone In a resi¬ 
dence within a radius of one mile from 
the Courthouse, the charge or price there¬ 
for shall not exceed two ($2.00) dollars p* r 
month, or at the rate of twenty-four 
($24.00) dollars per year. For each tele¬ 
phone In a residence within a rndlus nf 
two miles of the Courthouse, and exceed¬ 
ing one mile therefrom, the price or 
charge shall not exceed two and one-half 
($3.50) dollars per month, or at the rate 
of thirty ($30.00) dollars per year. For each 
telephone In a residence within the limits 
of the city of Louisville and outside of 
said radius of said two miles from the 
Courthouse, the price or charge therefor 
shall not exceed three ($3.00) per month, or 
at the rate of thirty-six ($36.00) dollars 
per year 

For extension desk telephones the price 
or charge therefor shall not exceed one 
dollar ($1 00) per month, or at the rate of 
twelve dollars ($12.00) per year. 

Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful for any 
corporation, company, firm or individual 
furnishing telephone service within the 
city of Louisville to charge therefor an 
amount exceeding that fixed In fh's or¬ 
dinance, atid any violation thereof shall 
he punished by a fine of not less than 
ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars ($100.00); and each charge in 
excess of the amount so fixed shaJliton- 
stltute a separate offense. 

See. 4. All ordinances or parts of or¬ 
dinances in conflict herewith nrc hereby 
repealed. 

8ec. 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
from and after Its passage. 

MISTAKE IN SIGNALS 

CAUSES TROLLEY CRASH. 


Thirty-three Passengers Injured In 
Collision Near Wash¬ 
ington. 


Washington. July 3.—Traveling about 
forty miles an hour, a trolley car on the 
single track o-f the Washington, Arling¬ 
ton and FVi'lls Church Railway early to- 
dsiy crashed into two flat cars loaded 
with steel rails .and thirty-three pas¬ 
sengers were injured, many of them 
seriously and two of them probably 
fatally. About 190 persons, mostly 
Government employes, were on the car 
at the time of the head-on collision. 

At the Georgetowm Hospital, where 
most of the Injured were taken, It was 
said to-night that little hops Is enter¬ 
tained for the recovery of William 
Mock, motorman on the passenger 
car, and G. T. Warring, ft passenger, 
of Balston, Va. The acident, caused 
by a mistake In signals, occurred near 
Alexandria. Va.. Courthouse, three and 
one-toalf miles from Washington.

COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO SET 
ENTERPRISE ON FOOT. 


NO SITE SELECTED SO FAR. 


The General Committee appointed ax 
the last. State convention of Baptist 
ministers, held recently at Mayfield, to 
devlpe and mature plans for erecting 
in Louisville a Baptist sanitarium to 
cost between $200,000 and $300,000. held 
a meeting yesterday afternoon at the 
Louisville National Bank building, 
w'here It was decided to reduce the coat 
of a share of stock from $100 to $26. 
This, It la said, will enable nearly every 
Baptist In the State who desires to do 
so to purchase stock In the proposed 
Institution. 

This means that 8.000 shares of atock 
will be put on the market and the 
$200,000 thus raised will be used merely 
as a nucleus for the institution. Mem¬ 
bers o»f the committee said yesterday 
at the close of the meeting that the 
sanitarium would be second to none In 
the city. 

In addition to deciding on a reduction 
in the price of a share of stock, the 
committee named a man to go Into the 
field and visit all the district associa¬ 
tions with a view to disposing of stock 
In the proposed sanitarium. The name 
of this man will not be made public 
until he has been seen and agrees to 
accept the appointment. 

• • • 

Committee In Charge of Work. 


A sub-committee was named to pre¬ 
pare a prospectus of the w ork on hand, 
following which the committee ad¬ 
journed to meet again within the nert 

few days. 

The General Committee is composed 
of Theodore Harris, chairman; E. M 
Coleman, secretary; Dr. W. T. Brunor. 
Dr. J. B. Marvin, of Louisville; H. S. 
Wilson, of Eminence; J. R. Puryer, of 
Paducah; M. P. Hunt, of Louisville, 
and A. Gatllff, of Williamsburg. 

The sub-committee named yesterday 
is made up of E. M. Coleman, chair¬ 
man; M. P. Hunt and Dr. W. T. Bru¬ 
ner . This committee likely will make 
a report at the next meeting of the 
General Committee. 

Tho first mention of a Baptist sani¬ 
tarium in Louisville was made one year 
ago last June at a convention of Bap¬ 
tist ministers of the State held at Rich¬ 
mond. At that time a committee was 
appointed to outline plans for such an 
Institution, and Theodore Harris, chair¬ 
man of this committee, submitted a re- 
port bearing upon the matter at the re¬ 
cent Baptist convention held at May- 
Held. Following the reading of this re¬ 
port, It was unanimously agreed to 
build such an Institution In Louisville, 
and the members of the original com¬ 
mittee were reappointed and two oth¬ 
ers, the late Dr. T. T. Eaton, and the 
Rev. Dr. M. P. Hunt, added to It. 

In the report submitted by Theodore 
Harris at the recent convention held at 
Mayfield, It was recommended that 2.- 
000 shares having a value of $100 each 
be issued, but at the meeting yesterday 
afternoon the committee decided that If 
tho stock was held at $100 a share it 
might put It beyond the reach of some 
who can afford to purchase stock at 
$25 a share. By this method or raising 
the $200JK)0. every contributor will be¬ 
come a stockholder.

ment of the people," loosening the force 
and fabric of precedent and tending to¬ 
ward political chaos and the one-man 
power, or. what is as bad, the one-party 
power.

His grateful country¬ 
men founded on him their best hopes of 
pence, progress and freedom, and 
through a revolution carried him to the 
Presidency of the Republic. 

During his first term, we are told. 
Diaz was really a skillful, energetic and 
beneficent ruler. In his second term 
he appeared as an astute statesman, and 
gave many pruofs of hts patriotism. 
But at the end of hla second term am¬ 
bition caught him, and ho amended the 
Constitution, which forbade his Imme¬ 
diate re-election. The Mexican people 
had the weakness to approve of what 
he had done under the pretext that 
h* was “a man of destiny." He. 
too. the patriot, the hero, the states¬ 
man. the republican leader, also be¬ 
lieved In the "providential" nature of 
his mission. From that moment the 
Mexican people lost their liberties. D[jz 


service to-day. when I say that we are 
unconsciously drifting toward & highly 
organized, bureaucratic form of Fed¬ 
eral Government, such as has become 
the bane of most of the Old World 
Governments of Europe." 

That la the flmple truth. Mn Bryan 
refuses to see it. Mr. Roosevelt re¬ 
fuses to see It. Each Is pursuing his 
own interest and bent. All the same, 
they are Socialists, who budd^them- 
selves upon the Calhoun doctrine of 
Nullification, 'and are Jointly playing 
into the hand* of Deba. Hearat and 
Company. 

The Centenary of Garibaldi. 

To-day la net significant in Ameri¬ 
can history alone. It has Us value to 
Italy, too. for it is the centenary of 
tho birth of Giuseppe Garibaldi. All 
Italy—except that part of it Inclosed 
in the Vatican—and all loyal Italian* 
will unite In paying tribute to the mem¬ 
ory of the Italian liberator. 

Few hlBtorlcat figure* lived a more 
adventurous life than Garibaldi. De¬ 
spite the actual achievement of free¬ 
ing Italy from a foreign yoke and a 


domestic tyrant and In unifying the 
Italian principalities into the Italy of 
to-day. there are many who regard him 
as an adventurer—a soldier of fortune. 
His career certainly was filled with 
variety and overflowed with excitement. 
Born the son of a sailor, he went to 
sea early In life. At the age of twenty- 
three—in the year iSaO-^-he was in com¬ 
mand of a brig. It was about this time, 
too. that he became acquainted with 
Mazzini and other leaders of Young 
Italy and joined in the Italian national 
movement. He promptly got into seri¬ 
ous trouble as a consequence, for In 
1834 he became mixed up In the out¬ 
break In Genoa. A price was put upon 
hfe head and he had to flee the coun¬ 
try. He went to France. Soon he re¬ 
sumed his sea faring and cruised over 
to South America. He reached that 
continent In time to take part in tho 
struggle of Uruguay against the tyr¬ 
anny of Manuel Rosa*, the Argentinian 
dictator. He h«d become ao imbued 
with the spirit of Intolerance of despot¬ 
ism that he could not resist that op¬ 
portunity. In 1848. hearing of the riri g 
of Northern Italy against the Austrian 
Government, he hurried back to en- 
' ter the tunnotl. From that time he 
devoted himself to the revolutionary 
cause. Naturally, the agent* of the 
Austrians and of Franc!* II. sought 
him. At one time he was In such close 
quarters that he fled to the United 
State*. Not the least interesting fea¬ 
ture of his picturesque life was his 
stuy on Staten Island. X. Y.. where he 
earned a meager livelihood by work¬ 
ing in a candle factory. Think of the 
foremost Italian hero earning his bread 
by making candles! 

But oil tho while Garibaldi kept his 
eyes on the courzc of evonts in 
Italy, and after a few year* devoted 
to candle-making, sailing a . trading 
vessel on the Pacific coast and visit¬ 
ing South America, he made his way 
back to his native land. When hos* 
til it lea began in 1859 he raised an 
auxiliary force of the Piedmontese 
army, and from that time on to the 
eni! of the war. when the foreign 
forces were finally repulsed, Francis IJ. 
was dethroned and Victor Emmanuel 
seated, he became steadily a stronger 
and stronger leader of the revolution¬ 
ary troop*. He was In command of 
the principal victories and he wo* the 
acknowledged chief of the triumphant 
Italians. Everywhere he was ac¬ 
claimed. He was the hero of the 
hour. That he refused to take ad¬ 
vantage of the situation to make him¬ 
self the dictator. King or ruler of 
Italy, but. on the other hand, turned 
the sovereignty over to Victor Em¬ 
manuel. shows the profound eenle of 
honor that lay beneath hie rugged ex¬ 
terior. 

Of course, such a nature as his was 
not to be content without excitement, 
so his subsequent aggressive move¬ 
ment upon tho Vatican, hi* imprison¬ 
ment, his pardon, hla removal to 
France, hla participation in French 
politic*, hie return to Raiy and ail 
othvr Incident* that followed were In¬ 
evitable. His temperament Just had 
to have its outlets. He had to have 
his dangers. 

Soldier of fortune or adventurer, he 
was yet a friend of Italy, and Italy 
owes him a great debt. So Italy and 
Italians will do homage to hi* memory 
lo-day. He died in 1S83 at th* age 
of seventy-five. Had he lived he would 
have been on this July 4 100 years old. 


Mr. Bryce and Oklahoma. 

The British Ambassador. Mr. James 
Bryce, was received In this country 
with considerable enthusiasm. He had 
written of America in a manner which 
was thought to show a breadth of view 
and a grasp of our institutions which 
few of his countrymen, if any. have 
ever attained. 

Recently Mr. Bryce was raid toiiav© 
given an Interview In which he said 
he had read a copy, but not an original 
copy, of the Constitution of Oklahoma 
and found it admirable. He is said to 
have added that a constitution could 
not be too comprehensive. 

There were those who doubted ths 
correctness of the report of this Inter¬ 
view. It was apparently not in har¬ 
mony with the Intimate knowledge that 
Mr. Bryce had attained of our institu¬ 
tions. and hi* known opinions on cer¬ 
tain questions. No denial, however, 
came of the correctness of the report. 

An Ambassador is not expected to 
Interfere with the politics of the coun¬ 
try to which he Is accredited. Sackvllie 
West was trapped Into some expres¬ 
sions about our politics, which led to 
i his being sent home. The Constitution 
I of Oklahoma is before the President, 
and it Is said that he will consider it 
with reference to whether It is such 
as will justify the admission of Okla¬ 
homa as a State. Ottj would suppose 
that the merits of the Constitution 
form a question for the people of tho 
proposed new- State, but the President 
does not seem to think that there is 
any question upon which he Is not 
entitled to pass. It is. therefore. 1 inti¬ 
mated that the British Ambassador was 
Indiscreet In giving an oplhion on a 
matter which Is before the President 
for decision, and that he may be in 
danger of being sent home a* persona 
non grata. It is necessary, however, 
first to ascertain whether Mr. Bryce 
actually made the remarks attributed 
to him. 

While the interview ha* come to fill 
a conspicuous place in the journalism 
of to-day. it is known that it ha* 
great draw'bock*. Men talk to a rc- 
I porter and express opinion*, the pub¬ 
lication of which may give them trou¬ 
ble. Hence a great temptation to aeny 
the accuracy of the report This is 
one side of tho question. On the other 
side, there are many interviews that 
are obtained in ways that discredit 
them seriously. A reporter listens to 
a man of distinction and goes off and 
writes. without notes, a report of what 
he 4* *** tw** his best to repro- 
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duce the word* aud Idea* of the per¬ 
son Interviewed, he is still liable, by 
misunderstanding or default of mem¬ 
ory. to make very grout blunders. Un¬ 
fortunately, it sometimes happen* that 
the reporter does not try his best. He 
may yield to the temptation to make 
a readable or a sensational report,' and 
may put words and ides* into the 
mouth of the interviewed which he 
never utterod or entertained. Some¬ 
times the person interviewed does not 
know that he l* talking to a reporter, 
and there are cases where he l* not. 
Some other person msy tell the re¬ 
porter what the person in question said, 
and he may not be superior to the 
temptation of reporting it aa an actual 
interview. 

If it should turn out that Mr. Bryce 
had said something about the Okla¬ 
homa Constitution in private conver¬ 
sation. and that this had been repeated 
until at last it appeared in a newspaper 
as an interview, the alleged indiscretion 
would be of at least a different charac¬ 
ter from the giving of a formal inter- 
view on the subject. Likewise the 
chances of a faulty report would be 
greatly multiplied by such a process 
of getting at the Ambaaaador’s opin¬ 
ions. 

It would seem that a constitution of 
a 8tate is mainly a question for the 
people that must live under It. It must 
provtde a Government republican in 
form. Subject to that limitation the 
Constitution* of the various States dif¬ 
fer essentially. There are many who 
do not admire this Constitution of 
Oklahoma, so far a* they are sdvised 
as to what It provides. It Is very long, 
contains many dotails considered more 
appropriate for legislation, provides 
for the Initiative and referendum, and 
has other features which are considered 
objectionable. But if It provides a Gov. 
ernment republican In form and com¬ 
pile* with the requirements of the en¬ 
abling act. which its framers endeavor¬ 
ed to do. it* acceptance t* a question 
for the people and not for the President., 
They are to have a chance to rote on 
IL If It suit* them it ought to suit 
others. 

It is urged a* a ground of rejecting 
the Constitution that it provide* a ger¬ 
rymander. Now this is a point that may 
well be considered. but who is to con¬ 
sider It? Obviously the people who 
vote on it The Constitution of Con¬ 
necticut provides a system of voting 
by which one-tenth of the population, 
It i* claimed, can elect a majority of 
the Legislature. Nobody at Washing¬ 
ton proposes to set the Connecticut 
Constitution aside on account of^hls 
gerrymander. The Government Is re¬ 
publican In form though not .In sub¬ 
stance. As the people of Oklahoma 
elected 100 Democrat* and only twelvo 
Republicans to the Constitutional Con¬ 
vention before the gerrymander. It does 
not seem jfrobable that it will defeat 
the will of the people for a time at 
l^oat. and, besides, there is the refer¬ 
endum for them to fail back on. 

The truth is evident enough that 
there Is a disposition to keep Okla¬ 
homa out because it Is Democratic. 
That I* the whole extent of its of¬ 
fense. Whet Mr Bryce may have said 
of the merit* of the Constitution can 
hardly have done any harm. It remains 
to be proved, however, whether he ever 
Mid anything about It at all. It |* 
Intimated that Mr. Roosevelt wanted 
another man as British Ambassador. It 
seems unreasonable to bellevo that he 
would assail Mt. Bryce on that account. 
He can send him home, but he cannot 
dictate to the British Government who 
shall take his plao>\ 


Tho Cocktail and the Constitution. 

That there is no betting with certagi- 
ty upon the results of a horse race, tho 
verdict of a Jury, the taute of a woman 
or the result of a political convention 
is an axiom that holds good if we make 
exception* of the cases in which the 
horse race, the Jury or the convention, 
Ms been "fixed" in advance of the ar¬ 
gument. When Charles Warren Fslr- 
banks entered upon his fight to control 
the next National Repub^c.tp Conven¬ 
tion no man would have made the 
prophecy that ho would be assailed by 
temperance advocates, for none is more 
abstemious than the tall statesman 
from Indiana. Born upon an Ohio 
farm, "brought up" in a pumanie?| 
home, ambitious to make his mark, 
young Fairbanks began life as serious¬ 
ly as if the times had been out of Joint 
and he alone could set them rlgh>. As 
busy as the proverbial bird dog. the 
beaver or the bee. as untiring as the 
ant. he climbed the rungs of the polit¬ 
ical ladder toilsomely, but steadily, un¬ 
til he became the uninimiux croice vt 
his party for the United States Senate 
and went down In defeat, not kiglor- 
iously. before Dave Turple, only to re¬ 
cover from the not unexpected shock, 
an^ win hla toga as the successor of 
Dan Voorheea. He was unanimously 
chosen by the Chicago convection of 
1804 as candidate for Vice President. 
At no time In his career has he been 
Intemperate in anything. But because, 
forsooth, the simple-living. honor-Jct- 
ing Hoosler gentleman is alleged to 
have served a mixed drink with a cher¬ 
ry in it. a certain element Is striving 
to make him out a reincarnation of the 
Porslan tentmaker who boasted of the 
brave carouse with which he "dlyorced 
old barren reason from his b d d. *rd 
took tho daughter of the -.Ine in 
spouse." 

We have it from a compatriot of Mr. 
Fairbanks that the coctail and the Con¬ 
stitution follow theflag. "sidc-by- mch." 
but In their efforts to make a moun¬ 
tain of capital out of a mole hill of 
fact a certain clique of politicians has 
so stirred up the good Baptist brethren 
that the cocktail has been put before 
the Constitution as a topic of discus¬ 
sion. One excited clergyman-well 
meaning beyond a reasonable doubt, 
but ill-advised—declares that the cock- 
tall episode should eliminate Mr. Fair¬ 
banks from the gtoup of presidential 


possibilities. Upon the other hand n 
distinguished woman sociologist and 
settlement worker assert* that a cock- 
tall may be a better Christian than a 
clergyman. And so the war of words 1* 
waged about nothing, as violently as If 
the moral* of the nation were at stake. 

The question of whether our Indian¬ 
apolis neighbor is fit timber to become 
the flag staff of the Republican party 
In 1808—and beyond question he Is tall 
enough at least—1* one to be discutscj 
sensibly by sensible persons. The al¬ 
truist* behind the movement that drew’ 
the prohibitionist* into the discussion 
would cast down Bir Galahad and set 
up Friar Tuck or FaJIStaff if it suited 
their political purpose*. 

Let u* get back to a sane considera¬ 
tion of men and measure*, and drop the 
question of cherries and cocktails. 
While no political predlclion is entire¬ 
ly safe it I* reasonably safe to predict 
that in nine days the cocktail episode 
will be forgotten, despite the efforts of 
politicians to keep It alive, but in the 
mean time heated debate upon such a 
trtvtallty not only makes the forum of 
national politics an arena for mounte¬ 
bank*. but also docs an Injury to the 
prohibitionists who have been tricked 
into taking part in it. There may be 
many men. Democrat* or Republicans, 
who would make a better President 
than Mr. Fairbanks, but it is safe to 
soy that of all of those who aspire to 
ths honor of a nomination, with rea¬ 
sonable hope of achieving the object of 
their ambition*, none Is less likely to 
make the White House a temple to 
Bacchus than the Hoosier candidate. 

On with the dance. Let the Joy of 
sane discussion be uncanflned. But 
away with the cocktail and the cherry 
that for the momeeu ha* sidetracked 
the Constitution.

THE GLORIES AND BEAUTIES OF 
ABSOLUTISM SET FORTH 
BY AN OFFICIAL AB¬ 
SOLUTIST.

“A Prodigy of Nature.”

TO CONTEST ELECTION. 


MELBERT WILLIAMS. FIRST 
CHOICE, FAILED TO QUALITY. 


WILL OF JAMES H. FORMAN. 


The trustees of the five townships 
of Floyd county, Ind., John H. Beau- 
cond. George B. Harrell. W. R. Will¬ 
iams, Otto Mosler and William W. 
Moss, met yesterday morning In the 
office of County Auditor Hanlon at New 
Albany and elected Roy E. White, 
a Republican. County Superintendent 
of Schools to fill an existing vacancy. 
But one ballot was taken. He was 
voted for by W. W. Moss, of New 
Albany township; Arthur Mosler. of 
Franklin township. Republicans, and 
John H Be&ucond, of Lafayette town¬ 
ship. Democrat. The other trustees. 
George B. Harrell, of Georgetown town¬ 
ship. and Dr. W. R. Williams, of Green¬ 
ville township. Democrats, voted for 
Prof. George A. Briscoe. Mr. Harrell 
acted as chairman of the meeting and 
Mr. White was placed in nomination 
by Mr. Moss, Mr. Mosler seconding the 
nomination. No other name was of¬ 
fered. Mr. White is now In Mexico, 
but telegrams have been sent him t«> 
return to New Albany at once, qualify 
and assume the duties of the office. 

Prof. I evl H. Scott, who has held 
the office for ten years consecutively, 
and whose term expired last month, 
will, it is understood, contest the elec¬ 
tion of White, and the Indications arc 
that the matter will have to be de¬ 
cided in the courts. Under the law the 
County School Superintendent Is to be 
elected the first Monday In June every 
four years. On that date a meeting 
was held in New Albany, and Melbert 
Williams, of Greenville township, was 
elected by the vote of the three Demo¬ 
cratic trustees, those of the two Re¬ 
publican trustees having been cast for 
White. Williams failed to qualify, not 
being eligible. It Is said, and since that 
time Prof. Scott has been holding the 
office. As to his claims In regard t" 
continuing in office, attorneys differ, 
and say that In all similar cases the 
decisions of the higher tribunal have 
been made adversely to such claims. 

ON INSTALLMENT PLAN. 

Payments For Street Improvements 
Will Be Made. 

At the meeting of the New Albany 
Board of Public Works, held in that 
city yesterday. a resolution was adopt¬ 
ed giving the New Albany Street Rail¬ 
way Company authority to take the 
ten-year plan In paying its assessment 
for the nsph&lt improvement on State 
street and on Spring street, the proper 
waivers having been filed at the time 
required under the law. An error in 
the assessment against the company 
was corrected. The assessments against 
the company are for Spring street 
about $21,000 and for State street about 
$1,600. 

The board adopted a resolution pro¬ 
viding for the improvement of the al¬ 
ley between State and Pearl. Main and 
Market streets, which was condemned 
a few days ago by the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Health. July 20 was fixed as the 
date on which to hear objections to the 
improvement and City Engineer Sam¬ 
uel T. Mann was directed to prepare 
plans and specifications and submit 
them, together with an estimate of the 
cost. 

The matter of repairing the gutter 
on West Market street, between Sixth 
and Seventh, was referred to Street 
Commissioner John Conklin, who was 
also directed to make certain repairs 
at the intersection of East Tenth and 
Water streets.

ADDRESSED TO MISS LAURA 
HEAD AND UNCALLED FOR. 


POSTMASTER EARNING HIS 
SALARY OF $3 PER MONTH. 


BELIEVES FUGITIVE SANE. 


Bearing postmarks of towns from 
Maine to California, letters have been 
pouring Into the little crossroads post- 
office at Owen. Clark county, Ind.. 
twenty miles east of Jeffersonville, for 
Miss Laura Head, but she has failed 
to call for the communications, neither 
Is she known to Jacob Huffstetter. the 
postmaster, who has used every en¬ 
deavor to find her. Within the last 
sixty days thirty-three letters have 
been received at the office for Miss 
Head. Of these thirteen had return 
addresses on them and were sent bock 
to the writers. The other twenty have 
been advertised by posting a notice in 
front of the post-office, and they will 
be forwarded to the dead letter office in 
the next few days. 

The pom -office receives only a lim¬ 
ited amount of mail, and when the let¬ 
ters began to arrive for Miss Head 
Postmaster Huffstetter was amazed at 
the large volume of her correspondence, 
but when she did not call for the bun¬ 
dle into which the letters had been 
made he was more surprised than ever, 
as everybody at Owen looks forward 
to the coming of a letter with great 
interest. At first it was thought Miss 
Head might be a summer tourist who 
had selected Owen as the place for 
spending the heated term of 1907. and 
when she did not arrive It was believed 
possible that her automobile might 
have broken down and delayed her. 
The letters continued to come, but the 
person they were addressed to did not 
appear. 

What the letters contain no one 
knows, neither could it be learned 
whether there was coin In any of them. 
The solution advanced Is tnat Miss 
Head has been advertising extensively 
to sell some specialty she has, but why 
she should select Owen as the place 
■to secure her mall Is a rebus, as it is 
an out-of-the-way place, with a popu¬ 
lation of less than twenty people all 
told. The salary of the postmaster Is 
about $3 per month, but It would be 
Increased if a few more people like 
Miss Head ordered their letters sent 
there. 

BELIEVES EDGEY SANE. 


Reformatory Physician Forwards 
Deposition To Indianapolis. 

Dr. Harry O. Sharp, physician at the 
Indiana Reformatory in Jeffersonville, 
has forwarded a deposition to Indian¬ 
apolis in which he makes oath that 
James Edgey, a former inmate, now a 
fugitive, and wanted for violating his, 
parole, was not Insane when he left the 
Institution several month® ago. Edgey 
was the trusty who prevented an out¬ 
break at the Reformatory on Septem¬ 
ber 9. 1906. and In the fight that ensued 
he was badly beaten about the head 
and one arm was broken. On account 
of the loyalty he displayed to those who 
made him a trusty It was considered b* 
had earned his parole, although he was 
a second termer, and he was released. 

From Jeffersonville Edgey went to 
his home In Indianapolis, wiiere he se¬ 
cured employment at a packing house. 
¥\>r a few weeks he did well, but began 
to drink. He then, so It Is charged, 
went to the home of a woman with 
whom he had gone to school and with¬ 
out any provocation whipped her. giv¬ 
ing her a severe beating. The trouble 
wus reported to the Indianapolis 
police, but before ap arrest could be 
made friends of Edgey spirited him 
away. Relatives had a lunacy com¬ 
mission appointed and an attempt was 
made in the absence Of Edgey to show 
he was Insane, it being alleged his de¬ 
mented condition was caused by the 
blow he received on his head. 

A finding that Edgey was insane 
was prevented and It w f as decided to 
secure the testirrtony of Dr. Sharp as 
an expert and former attending physi¬ 
cian of Edgey. In giving this. Dr.

ECLIPSE PROPERTY. 


PURCHASERS INTEND TO OCCU¬ 
PY IT EVENTUALLY. 


LITTLE REMODELING NEEDED. 


For $30,000 the Hegun Mantel Com¬ 
pany yesterday purchased th* old 
Eclipse Woolen Mills, on Garden street, 
between Green and Walnut streets. 
Eventually the large, three-story brick 
building, which once sheltered the 
wool-weaving machinery, will contain 
the plant of the mantle company, al¬ 
though. according to Edward C. He^ 
gan, no plans looking toward the occu¬ 
pation oC the building have been made 
.so far. The company’s lease on the 
building it now occupies between Third 
and Fourth avenue* and north of 
«*hestnut srreet has more than a year 
yet to run. 

The sale of the old woolen mills 
property wan made from Henry Bickei 
and William Furlong through John 
Boyd Kennedy Mr. Bickei and Mr. 
Furlong bought In the property, in¬ 
cluding the machinery, when the mill 
company failed several years ago. 
They broke up Home of the worn-out 
machinery and disposed of that still 
fit for service and held the property at 
$40,000. Originally, it was said by Mr. 
Kennedy last nignt, the buildings and 
site cost something like $150,000, but 
are of little Value except as housing 
and location for a big enterprise of the 
nature of the mantel company. 

They face 300 feet on Garden street 
and fill « large part of the block be¬ 
tween Green and Walnut streets, ex¬ 
tending back almost to hte Louisville 
and Nashville railroad trucks. As they 
stand They are fairly well adapted to 
the purposes for which the purchasers 
will put them to. although. It was said 
last night, it is probable that some al¬ 
terations will have to be made. The 
building was put up originally. It was 
said last night, by John Barret ami 
used by him as a woolen mills. All 
told, the floor space Is something over 
60,000 square feet. In addition to the 
factory building a small cottage was 
included in the deal.

RULES HANDICAP STARTERS. 

Dick Dwyer Thinks Man At Barrier 
Should Use Any System He 
Pleases. 

‘It Is certainly a great to-do they are 
having about starting in tho East," sold 
Dick Dwyer at the Windsor track yes¬ 
terday afternoon, suys the Detroit News. 

*1 don't believe there Is any call to criti¬ 
cise the work of Mars Cassidy. He Is 
conceded to be the best starter In the 
country; he’s been in the game loo long 
not to give the best kind of start that is 
possible. 

"Of course they may have some kick 
on the standing start. The Eastern rule 
which compels a starter to get the horses 
away from a standstill is a great handi¬ 
cap. 1 think Cassidy, and every other 
starter should be permitted to start as he 
sees fit. 

"There can't ever be an ironclad rule 
governing starting. I sometimes give the 
fields a walking start, sometimes u stand¬ 
ing start, it all depends upon the way 
the horses approach the barrier. If the 
work Is left to the starter and he Is al¬ 
lowed to judge of the best kind of n 
start, the results are likely to be most 
satisfactory. 

’Borne horses will always break faster i 
than others, no matter what start is 
used. The work of the starter Is b> equal- I 
lx*- the chances at the barrier as much as | 
Possible 1 don't like to work at n track 
where all starts must be 'flat-footedIt 
doesn’t give a chance for as good .MtarD 
as when the starter Is allowed to use nls 
judgment. I have confidence in Cassidv; 
the jockey club rhouid certainly let him 
bundle the starts to suit himself." I 

Dick Dwyer certainly ought to know 
what he Is talking about. He has started 
the ponies In the East. West. South and 
North. He Is acknowledged to be the 
best starter in the West and know’s the 
game from A to Z. In fact, Mr Dwyer 
knows pretty nearly everything about 
horses. 

He doesn't look now n* though he had 
once been a Jockey, but the time w >s 
when he was one of the highest and best 
tn the business. Now he weighs *o near 
to I he 3f*0-pound mark that the warm 
weather lias ceased to be a Joke with 
him. His genial obesity Is all of the last 
few years. Once he was lean, like the 
boys that start under his supervision ev¬ 
ery day. 

When Dwyer tired of riding und b g:n 
to trike on weight, he began training 
horses. He used to campaign the "Iving- 
tall" circuits with the dam of Election¬ 
eer, now rated by many »*s the best 
three-year-old in the Bart. His career a* 
a trainer was eminently successful, but 
the call of the track Itself was to v > strong. 
He had to get back Into Gw gam* ac¬ 
tively 

And so he took up startIng. bcglnn ng 
in a small w:»y on a minor track ana 
finally winning recognition all over the 
country In California they think he's 
the greatest ever, not even ex opting 
Cassidy. This summer he was want d 
in the East. Only his contract to start 
at Wludsur prevented hint from accept¬

NO BETTING ON H0R3ES. 


State Attorney At Chicago Declaies 
Himself Regarding Racing Game 
Around Windy City. 

"There will be no betting on boras 
races around Chicago while 1 am in this 
office." 

Tills was the statement mad* yes¬ 
terday by State Attorney J. J. Healy. in 
reference to reports thut meetings might 
he opened at some of the local tracks. 
If wagering is to be an adjunct to the 
sport there is no hope for races here, 
he said, says a special from Chicago. 

Mr. Mealy not only made this assertion, 
but he also said that attempts to evudt* 
the present law by making w'agers ver¬ 
bally would result in prompt action. He 
said that a verbal wager would be a 
cause for action ns much as a bet where 
a record was kept. 

"Under the present law\" he said, "wa¬ 
gering on horse races is prohibited. No 
specifications in the statute limit prose¬ 
cution to bets where a ticket has been 
given or where a sheet Is kept as rec¬ 
ord. This office could prosecute a man 
for making a het "on the nod." as they 
say In England. Just as effectively as If 
a ticket was given. 

"There is no law ugalnst, 'or no ob¬ 
jection to horse races, so far as I know. 
Tho question hinges on the wagering. 
Under the Percy-Gray law In New York 
the um* of a ticket is taken as evidence 
that a bet has been mude or proof :hut. 
the wager has been recorded must l*e 
adduc *ii. ' 

"Under the Illinois law we do not 
ne#*d this material evidence. Of course, 
any such proof would make the case all 
the stranger. But we could collect evi¬ 
dence of \erbnl wagers to stop any 
betting which might be attempted." 

Mr. Ilraly continued by saying that 
any testimony which showed directly or 
Indirectly that betting was going on 
could be followed up under tho pr-s« tit 
law. 

"The tatter of the law In sont j 
•.Rows betting to bo done in a lurtive 
fashion, white supposedly prohibiting it." 
he said, "and in some of these cases the 
loophole of escape is large enough lor 
betting to proceed unmolested under •• , v r- 
toin •'ondltions—as. for instance, betting 
within the Inclosures of a track sanc¬ 
tioned by the racing commission of N-w 
York State. Evidence required under Us 
provisions must I** far more material mid 
positive than thut needed under the law 
of Illinois. 

"For instance, the term ‘bt>okmaking* 
has been defined in some cdses. under 
other laws, to mean wagering where a 
book was kept. It would he necessary to 
prove the existence of such a record to 
convict. Under the Illinois statute. It 
Is not necessary to prove that a ’hook’ 
exists. The mere proof of a wager will 
be sufficient. A in«n may keep his book' 
In his head, hut that will not free him 
iron) tho penalties the law 

"As I have said, there will he no wa¬ 
gers on horse races here,"
